But the first order of ces is for 
Reilly exit. principal claim 
the Democratic Party’s nomination is the 
incontestable fact that he’s raised lot 
money — $3.7 million as reported by the 
end of last year. But are big bucks from 
well-heeled party insiders and special in- 
terests the best measure of what Democ- 
rats want gubernatorial candidate? 
What about vision? What about political 
competence? Truth be told, Reilly has 
been passable attorney general, but 
hardly stellar. He’s a garden-variety local 
prosecutor whose biggest claim to fame is 
that managed win statewide elec- 
tion. As attorney general he has not been 
the same league his predecessors, 
Republican Elliot Richardson Democ- 
rats Robert Quinn, Frank Bellotti, and 
Scott Harshbarger. 

Reilly is not ready for prime time. His 
political ineptitude and bad judgment 
have been sadly demonstrated on two pa- 
thetic recent occasions: the Worcester 
County case where he perhaps understand- 
ably but nevertheless inappropriately in- 
terceded in the investigation of an auto- 
mobile fatality that may have involved an 
instance underage drinking, and his 
embarrassing choice of the financially 
challenged Dorchester state senator Marie 
St. Fleur his running mate without 
properly vetting her, even after she hinted 
broadly — but not broadly enough — that 
she had substantial tax-related problems. 

t's true that everybody makes mis- 
takes, but do the Democrats want to en- 
trust their party, which has been frozen 
out of the governor's office for 12 years run- 
ning, guy who makes two whoppers 
within a period of several weeks? Reilly 
has tried to deflect criticism by saying that 
politics has never been his strong suit. 
That won't wash. As governor he would be 
the state’s chief executive, and as such he

that this doctrine probably applies to a private 

chool's treatment of its students, but the 
precise issue has not actually been decided by 
the state's highest court. 

This common-law doctrine, if it applies, 
would have obligated Milton to deal with 
James Driscoll with a minimal level of decen- 
cy. If the allegation proves factually true — 
that Milton administrators got the kids to 
confess to a crime by delaying notifying the 
parents and thus interfering with the youths’ 
right to have parental and/or legal guidance 
as they faced potential criminal charges — 
this case could very well be the outrageous set 
of facts sufficient to push the Massachusetts 
courts to clarify, once and for all, that private 
schools do indeed owe their students a level of 
fair treatment, especially when the school 
acts in loco parentis (that is, in the place of the 
parent) but places its own perceived interests 
before those of its students. 

Betrayal, in other words, is not included in 
the tuition. Stay tuned.

As Internet video clips proliferate and spread like kudzu, it’s get- 
ting hard to keep up on all that’s out there just waiting to be 
watched. Leave it to the Participatory Culture Foundation, the 
Worcester technologist/activist collective that created the DTV 
Internet-television platform (see “The Revolution Will Be Tele- 


vised,” News and Features, October 
28, 2005) to step in and help. 

Their new project, Video Bomb, 
might seem resemble other video- 
hosting sites like the suddenly om- 
nipresent Youtube and Google Video. 
But it has something they don’t. By 
using a tagging feature inspired by 
the social bookmarking site 
Del.icio.us (to find the content you 
wanna watch but might not know ex- 
ists), and employing a user-based 
ranking system like the one pioneered 
by tech-news digest Digg.com (to let 
the cream rise to the top), Video Bomb 
creates a democratic video meritocra- 


cy. It’s a place where you can submit clips you've found online or 
content you've produced, share them with friends who subscribe to 
your “channel,” or just watch what's on offer, giving a thumbs-up to 
the clips you like. The good stuff gets watched, the bad stuff doesn’t. 
Here’s how it works. Set up an account at VideoBomb.com (all you 
have to provide is user name, e-mail address, and password). Then 
when you find — or make —a clip, hit the “Submit a Video” link. 
Paste in the URL. Title it, and write a short description. There are no 
limitations on length or format, but explicit content is verboten. 
Once the video is posted, users will “bomb” it if they like it. The 


current top pick, with 187 bombs, is an eight-minute featurette of a 


dude showing off some jaw-dropping parkour (extreme urban gym- 


nastics). Bombing a clip also adds it to your own “channel,” a selec- 
tion of videos that can then be subscribed to via RSS and watched on 
a DTV player (which will finally be released for Windows by next 
week). “People find videos that they like and become filters for the 
best on the Web,” says the Participatory Culture Foundation’s 
Tiffiniy Cheng. “We want to direct people 


to channels that they wouldn't ordinarily 
run into.” 

The site’s only been live since last Tues- 
day, but the 70,000 unique visitors in its 
first week have submitted and watched a 
bounteous slate of funny, weird, and edu- 
cational programming. A guy dressed up 
as Pac Man being chased, screaming, 
through a university library by a guy 
dressed up as a ghost. Leonard Nimoy 
singing “The Ballad of Bilbo Baggins.” Je- 
sus Christ singing “I Will Survive.” A docu- 
mentary about organic farming in Califor- 
nia. A remix of The Shining trailer that re- 
casts it as an uplifting family dramedy. A 


cartoon about making clones of Bill Cosby. Aphex Twin and Bloc Party 
videos. A muckraking documentary about incarcerated kids. An 
awe-inspiring clip of the best quarters player in the world (really). An 
old TV commercial for the Church of the SubGenius. Who needs cable? 

“Video is the most engaging medium,” says Cheng. “Video 
cameras are getting cheaper, video publishing on the Web is getting 
easier, it’s just so easy for people to get involved with video, both in 
making it and watching it. Video can really do lots of great political 
things as well as lots of great entertainment things. And they’re 
getting really, really good. And people are watching.”

Sherman met with these musicians — 
region where skirmishes still haunted 
recent memories and people still patrolled 
with automatic weapons hoping learn 
how art informed their political views.

There’s 
curbside line-up of headless mannequins 
modeling sweaters while the crumbling 
building behind them looks like just 
puked its guts out. There’s also holiday 
scene pathetic-looking Santa seated be- 
fore fake Magic Kingdom, flanked two 
people costumed Pez-like Goofy and 
Mickey Mouse heads — all sponsored by a 
bank. It’s these poignant and simple scenes 
of Western symbols and commerce, juxta- 
posed against broken-down 
cityscape, that speak volumes. 

What’s amusing about Sherman’s Kosovo 
shots is their very American origin. Sherman 
bought the camera that captured them with 
The summer before law school during 
which bartended cruise ship that 
circled Manhattan and worked 
summer camp” Long Island Sherman 
saw the Regis Philbin game show one night 
and auditioned online.

The news was equally dramatic last 
week at the New York Press, a weekly creat- 
ed in 1988 largely as an alternative to the 
Voice, when four its five staff editors 
and writers resigned after management 
decided not let them publish the riot- 
inspiring Prophet Mohammed cartoons. 
The departures editor-in-chief Harry 
Siegel, managing editor Tim Marchman, 
arts-and-entertainment editor Jonathan 
Leaf, and City Hall reporter Azi Paybarah 
that had been place since last 
summer leaves the future the unsta- 
ble Press for grabs. 

It’s rare enough have this kind 
upheaval two competing papers simul- 
taneously, but the turmoil the Press and 
the Voice reflects similar uncertainty 
about their editorial missions. It’s sure 
indicator that the alt-weekly business, 
despite its long-entrenched emphasis 
politics, pop culture, and stylistic license, 
struggling for relevance increas- 
ingly fragmented marketplace where 
there are now numerous rivals 


including the blogosphere the alter- 
press. 

In the case of the Voice, the upheaval 
may lead to a different journalistic mis- 
sion. In the case of the Press, it may offer 
opportunity finally define itself. 

Lacey stresses that he is looking for 
more original reporting and “magazine- 
style journalism” at the Voice and be- 
moans the amount similar-sounding 
commentary its pages. “This industry 
has been afflicted this kind shut-in 
mentality,” he says. “Are people prepared 
to receive the message? There were a lot of 
people [at that meeting] who didn’t like 
what I said.” 

Aware the Voice’s left-liberal politics, 
Lacey says he’s not opposed Bush- 
bashing, but insists wants 
homegrown. 

“No one has given journalists more 
ammunition in America than this guy,” 
says. “Let’s get it.” 

Marchman, who says the suddenly de- 
parted Siegel regime was trying restore 
the Press its status genuinely inde- 
pendent” paper, adds: “The idea the 
paper that the Press once was. think 
that paper’s dead. think will 
arts-and-entertainment weekly with the 
kind standard content.”

When Weld and Deputy Attorney 
General Arnold Burns, the Justice Depart- 
ment’s number-two official, resigned with 
their top aides, the department was 
plunged into perhaps the worst crisis 
had seen since the Nixon administration, 
when Attorney General Eliot Richardson 
and his number two, William Ruckelshaus, 
resigned rather than fire Watergate special 
prosecutor Archibald Cox.

HOST CHARGES 

While the charges swirling around Decker 
College are many and varied, the essence 
the story this: according its critics, 
Decker was that used ag- 
gressive, fraudulent marketing lure 
students, and aggressive, fraudulent tac- 
tics get the government pay for their 


studies through Title IV loans, Pell Grants, 
and other aid. 

In 2002, when Weld’s investment firm, 
Leeds Weld Equity Partners, invested in 
Cerard and Jeffrey purchase 
Decker College, was single campus pri- 
marily teaching office skills to working- 
class women. It received less than a mil- 
lion dollars a year in federal aid. 

By 2005, Decker was operating in four 
States, teaching carpentry, electrical, and 
other construction skills, and its revenue 
from the federal government had in- 
creased at least tenfold. 

Weld officially became CEO on- 
ly in January 2005, but served on its board 
since 2002. According to reports, he al 
had been the acting CEO as early as 200 


On September 30, 2005, the Depart-

ment of Education (DoE) cut Decker off, al 
leging “a severe breach” of financial con- 
duct. Within a month, Decker shut the 


z doors and declared bankruptcy. 


Decker’s sudden death unleashed a tor 
rent of lawsuits, from both students and 
States, alleging that the school deliberately 
duped its students. For example, Decker 
apparently claimed that it was approved by 
the Veterans Administration for use of Gl 
benefits, which was untrue. Similar 
charges fraud and consumer-protection 
violations have been made. 

Apparently, defrauding guileless citi- 
zens one thing; doing the federal 
government quite another, which the 
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FAO: How did Weld 
get into this mess? 


BILL WELD IS LOADED. WHY DID HE DE- 
CIDE TO BECOME AN EQUITY INVESTOR 
INSTEAD OF JUST WRITING NOVELS AND 
FISHING? Don't underestimate the appeal 
of making /ots of money, a challenge he 
had never taken on. His long-time friend C 
Kevin Landry says he asked Weld why he 
was resigning as governor in 1997, and 
Weld replied, “I've never had a big W-2.” 


DIDN’T HE FORESEE THE POTENTIAL 
POLITICAL FALLOUT FROM THAT LINE 
OF WORK? It would be hard for him to 
have missed it. He had a front-row seat 
in 1994 when Ted Kennedy blasted Senate 
challenger Mitt Romney for layoffs at 
Bain-invested companies. In 2004, 
Erskine North Carolina campaign 
for US Senate was dominated by criti- 
cisms of his equity investment firm, 
Forstmann Little. 


HOW DID WELD GET INVOLVED WITH 
LEEDS EQUITY PARTNERS? He began do- 
ing business with them while working for 
law firm McDermott Will in the late 
1990s, and switched firms in 2000, creat- 
ing Leeds Weld Equity Partners. This was 
the same time he was moving to New 
York to join soon-to-be second wife Leslie 
Marshall (and, fortuitously, establishing 
residency in time to be eligible to run for 
state office in 2006). The firm was fo- 
cused on investing in for-profit education 
companies, which suited Weld’s privatiza- 
tion beliefs, and probably seemed at the 
time like a potentially good campaign is- 
sue. “He has always been interested in 
education and the role that the private 


sector could contribute,” says long-time 
Weld friend Mitchell Adams. 


HOW DID GET INVOLVED WITH DECK- 
ER COLLEGE? in 2002, Leeds Weld made 
very bad business decision, buying 
$30 million stake in a chain of truck-driv- 
ing schools, Franklin Career Services, 
owned by Louisville brothers Gerard and 
jeffrey Woodcox. The company collapsed 
within months. The Woodcox brothers 
promptly bought Decker College, and 
Leeds Weld compounded its mistake by 
exercising its right buy stake that 
venture. Weld, the point man on the in- 
vestment, joined the Decker board of di- 
rectors and, in 2003, he became acting 
CEO. In january 2005 he officially took the 
CEO job and started spending much his 
time in Louisville. 


WAS STILL IGNORING THE POTEN- 
TIAL POLITICAL FALLOUT? Apparently. 
fact, Weld was increasing his involvement 
in Decker even after his firm started 
pulting out of education in August 2003 


citing “political risks.” In a written state 
ment announcing the shift, jeffrey Leeds 
said that “Leeds Weld no longer view com- 


panies that pursue privatization of educa- 
tion as likely to generate the long-term 
growth necessary to offset these risks.” 


WHY DID KEEP GETTING SUCKED 
FURTHER INTO DECKER? For one thing 
he had a lot of his own money at stake 
and was responsible for the money his 
partners had invested as well. He had also 
reportedly become good friends with the 
Woodcox brothers, and didn't suspect 
that they might not be trustworthy. And, 
he probably didn't really understand how 
serious the problems were. “You would 
expect was real CEO get that 
level detail,” Landry says meaning 
that equity investors frequently take such 
positions at several companies, not de- 
voting full attention to any one. 


DID WALK AWAY FROM DECKER 
AVOID LEGAL AND POLITICAL PROB- 
LEMS? The timing certainly looks bad: he 
officially resigned as Decker CEO on Octo- 
ber 6, one week after the US Department 
of Education declared Decker ineligible for 
student loans, and one day after the Ken 
tucky attorney general announced plans 
for an investigation. But in fact, Weld's 
active participation in Decker ended al- 
most immediately after New York gover- 
nor George Pataki announced, in late july, 
that he would not seek re-election. Weld 
quickly turned his full attention to organ-

TIMING EVERYTHING? resigned Decker CEO one day after the Kentucky attorney 
general announced plans for investigation

cially when the employee has mentioned, 
even casually, that he was contemplating 
going public with the information. 

As careful followers of the news know, 
obstruction of justice has become easier to 
prove since Weld’s days as prosecutor, 
thanks the Sarbanes-Oxley law 2002. 
In a nutshell, obstruction includes any ac- 
tion taken party under investigation, 
or with a realistic notion that he or she 
might investigated, with the goal 
keeping evidence possible crime from 
authorities. Severance agreements with 
payments and confidentiality non- 
disparagement clauses are classic exam- 
ples the genre, and while not proof 
wrongdoing almost always catch the eye 
criminal investigators. 

By the time Weld signed the August 3 
agreement with Urquilla, he almost cer- 
tainly knew that federal investigation 
was under way. The DoE had sprung a sur- 
prise review of the school in June, and 
placed under heightened monitoring. 
And in July, Weld reportedly sent an e-mail 
to everyone in the company, warning that 
federal offense provide false infor- 
mation the government, and urged any- 
one report such violations him. 

Weld cited this company e-mail to the 
Times proof his pure motives and law- 
abiding disposition. But suspicious prose- 
cutor could easily view the same e-mail 
effort find out who the company 
knew of, and might report, illegal activities 
and have them report those allegations 
Weld rather than legal authorities, 
that could silence them with non- 
disclosure agreement the type Urquilla 
declined help gain from employees. 

Although Weld has not denied that 
his signature the Urquilla severance 
agreement, told the Times that does 
not recall signing it.

Steve Johnson, for- 
mer Decker admissions officer, told the FBI 
that witnessed school officials falsifying 
documents, according to the Times. Johnson 
claims have worn wire surreptitious- 
record conversations with school person- 
nel including one meeting which led 
Weld learning that Johnson was asking for 
money exchange for his silence. This 
suggests that the FBI was using Johnson not 
only to record, but to actively seek executives 
willing commit obstruction justice. 

seems safe assume that the feds are 
talking other former Decker employees 
and students, some of whom have talked 
openly reporters about what they know. 

The feds have not, however, inter- 
viewed Weld. He and his lawyer asked to 
come and speak with federal prosecu- 
tors, sometime within the last month or 
so, according Ford.

stumbled more the past six weeks 
than most politicians do in a year. Whatev- 
er you make of Deval Patrick's chances in 
the race for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination, one thing clear: his years 
high-powered corporate executive are 
about get some serious scrutiny. 

political paradox work here. 
Patrick's business bona fides could be invalu- 
able in a general-election fight with Lieu- 
tenant Governor Kerry Healey, the likely Re- 
publican nominee, and Big Dig whistle 
blower Christy Mihos, who may run as an 
independent. At the same time, Patrick’s 
Fortune 500 roots practically beg Reilly, 
who's been cultivating an Everyman per- 
sona, play the economic-populist card 
with a vengeance. Whether Reilly can do 
this skillfully is unclear — but so is Patrick's 
ability to reconcile his abiding business loy- 
alties with the exigencies his candidacy. 


NICE WORK 

Patrick had impressive career attor- 
ney with stints the NAACP Legal De- 
fense Fund and Hill & Barlow, the storied 
Boston law firm — before joining the Clin- 
ton administration as an assistant US attor- 
ney general 1994. But after leaving the

Department Justice (DOJ), where was 
top civil-rights enforcer, en- 
tered the corporate stratosphere. From 1997 
to 1998, Patrick headed a task force charged 
with implementing a $176 million settle- 
ment discrimination lawsuit Texaco. 
(In recent interview with the Phoenix, 
Patrick emphasized that neither nor the 
DO] were involved in this case.) Texaco then 
asked Patrick to come aboard as an employee. 
From 1999 to 2001, he served as Texaco’s 
vice-president and general counsel, oversee- 
ing the company’s legal affairs and a high- 
stakes merger with Chevron. 

Next, Patrick joined the Coca-Cola Com- 
pany, which had recently reached a $193 
million discrimination-suit settlement of its 
own. From 2001 until 2004, Patrick served as 
Coke’s general counsel and executive vice- 
president; was elected corporate secretary 
2002. He’s also served several corporate 
boards including Coca-Cola Enterprises, 
United Airlines, and Reebok — and he still 
sits on the board of ACC Capital Holdings, 
the parent company Ameriquest, the em- 
battled mortgage-brokerage house. Patrick 
has been well compensated for his efforts: 
2003, Corporate Counsel magazine ranked him 
the fourth-highest-earning America,

with salary and bonuses totaling nearly 
$1.75 million. 

Add all up, and it’s possible that, ifa 
Patrick-Healey general-election fight materi- 
alizes, Democrat will the preferred can- 
didate many Republicans and independ- 
ents. After all, while the state’s business 
elite may appreciate Healey’s determination 
reduce the income tax five percent, 
Healey herself brings comparable experi- 
ence the table. (She’s criminologist, af- 
ter all.) Which means the 2006 governor’s 
campaign could mirror image 2002, 
when Mitt Romney’s private-sector back- 
ground helped him defeat Democrat Shan- 
non O'Brien. (One problem with this sce- 
nario: the recent revelations that 
Patrick and his wife had tax lien placed 
their home several years ago, and are 
carrying mortgages totaling approximately 
million, give Patrick’s opponents both 
parties opening question his financial 
judgment.

Because that’s where most 
people make their way.

Then again, it’s not clear 
the Democrats who gave Patrick his big cau- 
cus victory actually took his views on busi- 
ness to heart. They may simply have decided 
that charisma and his support 
gay marriage, an issue where Reilly’s been 
spotty best make him the only palat- 
able option. “Where else are progressives go- 
ing go?” asks one Patrick backer. “Are they 
going Reilly? Healey? There’s not 
lot options. And people seem will- 
ing to overlook minute issues, in favor of 
having candidate who reflects their over- 
riding interest.” 


BIG MONEY, BIG OIL 

the race between Patrick and Reilly pro- 
gresses, however, these issues might not 
stay minute. After all, Reilly needs 
something reverse his free fall, which 
started with controversy over his imprudent 
intervention fatal-car-crash investiga- 
tion (see “99 and 44/100 percent pure,” News 
and Features, January 20). And while Patrick 
can positively eloquent some business 
other issues related business give him 
more trouble. 

Take executive compensation. Last year, 
on NECN’s NewsNight With Jim Braude, Braude 
asked Patrick about the bloated $185 million 
compensation package that Jim Kilts, the 
CEO of South Boston-based Gillette, had 
just received for masterminding the compa- 
ny’s Procter Gamble. was great 
chance for Patrick distance himself from 
the worst excesses corporate America 
and took pass. Kilts’s payout, Patrick 
said, was a matter for his board of directors 
to decide. 

Asked about Kilts recently, Patrick gave 
savvier response. reiterated that Kilts’s 
compensation between him and his board 
but also made reference the enor- 
mous disparity between the salaries CEOs 
and lower-level employees. don’t begrudge 
anybody lot money,” Patrick told the 
Phoenix.

Justice delayed 


TOM INITIATIVE WRONGFUL CONVICTIONS STALLED THE LEGISLATURE 


FOR TWO YEARS FOR WHAT? 


Two years ago, the drumbeat of wrongful 
convictions in Massachusetts had grown too 
loud ignore: the release Shawn 
Orumgold, Stephan Cowans, and Anthony 
Powell led to a Boston Herald/Fox 25 report 
on 22 prisoners statewide released in the 
past two decades, thanks to new evidence. 
In response, Attorney General Thomas 
Reilly, along with the state's 11 district attor- 
neys, launched a “justice Initiative” in early 
2004. They promised a review of known erro- 
neous convictions, followed by a report with 
recommendations by the end of that summer. 
That deadline proved wildly optimistic. 
But long last, the Phoenix has learned, the 
group has created a draft report, and will 
probably release it within the next few weeks. 
The Phoenix has not seen the draft, but 
several people who have say it will not in- 
clude any discussion of the DAs’ reviews of 
past wrongful convictions. It will not point 
any fingers, assign any blame, or suggest any 
punishments. It will not require the DAs 


themselves to do much of anything differ- 
ent. Nor will it suggest any process for re- 
viewing past convictions to find more errors; 
in fact, it will emphasize the relative rarity of 
wrongful convictions. 

Its recommendations include the following: 


_ Improvements in methods for obtaining 
eyewitness identifications 
_ Improvements in police interrogation 
procedures 

Additional funding for state forensic labs 

Improvements in the Office of the Chief 
Medical Examiner 

Increased budget for defense attorneys 
handling cases for the indigent 

Increased budget and salaries for pros- 
ecutors the offices 

Additional training on police investiga- 
tory procedures 


These are the same prescriptions that 
Reilly and the others talked about two years 
ago. So why has it taken so long to complete 
the report? 

Geline Williams, executive director of the 
Massachusetts District Attorneys Association 
(MDAA), blames the delay on the logistical 
problem of getting 12 parties, scattered across 
the state, to work out small wording details. 
The same reason was given by Reilly's point 
person on the project, Kurt Schwartz, head of 
the AG's criminal division. “Getting 12 different 
editors to agree on the wording of anything is 
a slow, complicated process,” he says. 

But others wonder whether Reilly ever 
made the Justice Initiative a high priority, and 
by extension, whether he would similarly 
Stall rather than implement its recommen- 
dations if he became governor. 
In fact, several people tell the Phoenix 
they suspect the entire project was in- 
tended to forestall action by the state 
until the topic faded from 


aggressively pursuing statewide reform 
themselves, Massachusetts's top prosecutors 
convinced legislators there was no need for 
them to act, the theory goes. 

If so, it has worked. Legislative reform ef- 
forts, including a bill to create an independ- 
ent commission on wrongful convictions, 
have failed to move. 

Reilly and the DAs publicly opposed 
such a commission, and Reilly has also not 
lent his support to current legislative efforts 
to reform eyewitness-identification and 
-interrogation procedures; to provide prison- 
ers with access to forensics testing; and to 
ensure the preservation of physical evidence. 
Some legislators and activists also criticize 
Reilly for holding up the approval of payments 
under the wrongful-conviction compensation 
law that passed in 2004. 

Although the MDAA's Williams insists that 
the justice Initiative has remained a high prior- 
ity for Reilly, she concedes that his office's direct 
involvement has been sporadic. Some others 
Girectly involved with the justice Initiative tell 
the Phoenix they have had virtually no contact 
with Reilly or his office about it in the past year. 
“It seems like there has been less attorney 
general involvement over time,” one says 

Some observers think that Reilly, who 
keeps a picture of murder victim Jeffrey Cur- 
ley on his desk, simply doesn't agree that 
there is a need for reforms that, many prose- 
cutors believe, would hamper their ability to 
convict criminals. 

“Tom Reilly has gotten where he is by win- 
ning cases, not losing them,” says one promi- 
nent local attorney. He points out that Reilly's 
experience with the old, outmoded techniques 
and laboratories when he was Middlesex DA 
apparently made him more confident in their 
results. “This is the same guy who, in his mid 
40s, after seeing the state's criminal-justice 
system up-close, decided that the death 
penalty was a good idea.”

COKE IT? 
Reilly currently seems preoccupied with 
Patrick’s ties And why not? 
After all, Reilly was one of 49 state attorneys 
general reach recent settlement with 
Ameriquest stemming from allegations 
unscrupulous lending practices.

Patrick, however, seems ready for the 
challenge here. “The real work was, what 
make sure that this doesn’t happen again, 
and that the company functioning re- 
sponsibly possible?” Patrick told the

“That’s part it,” adds. “But the fact 
is, that company the fastest-growing 
sector the lending business because they 
loan people the downtown banks 
near.

Still, his objection 
highlights Patrick’s quandary: his 
corporate years are both an asset and a lia- 
bility, and predictable questions like 
whether CEOs earn too much can put 
Patrick in a bind, the negatives will out- 
weigh the positives.

Heppler got his sneaker school- 
ing in jail. While serving four 
years at various state and county 
institutions (three in Massachu- 
setts and one Texas) after plead- 
ing guilty five charges 1998 (mayhem, 
assault to kill, armed robbery, larceny of mo- 
tor vehicle, and assault and 
battery with a dangerous 
weapon), the Everett native 
learned that running-shoe 


styles had names, like the 


Air Max 95. He learned how ° 
to launder sneakers by 
watching other inmates rit- 
ualistically scrub their prize 
kicks with Tags, toothbrush- 
es, and soap, “just like you 
would wash your car on the 
weekend.” He learned that a 
nice pair could get your ass 
beat, you had careful 
putting them aside the 
shower. “People don’t put up 
much fight when 
they are naked,” Heppler 
notes. learned that you 
could upgrade your footwear 
quietly convincing correc- 
tions officers to smuggle 
new shoes inside — even the 
tattiest pair Air Jordans 
were worth $500 to an in- 
mate, “like owning a Fer- 
rari.” And new kicks were 
rarely confiscated. “The cops 
were always looking for tat- 
too guns, crack pipes, 
shanks, so they don’t care about sneakers.” 
More important, Heppler learned that 
when you are locked away without a car or a 
girlfriend, sneakers aren’t just accessories, 
but your identity. “Everything was the same 
{in prison], except the sneakers, define 
yourself,” the 26-year-old recalls one Thurs- 
day the Middle East Upstairs, platinum 
Nike Dunk dangling from silver chain 
around his neck. “Anyone that had super- 
awesome sneakers, it was for a reason. It 
meant you were huge drug dealer you 
were rich somebody cared about you 
the outside. you were the baddest-ass 
ever and the [shoes] were given ‘Please 
don’t kill me.’ Or you were snitching.” 
What Heppler didn’t know that out 
the free world, there larger urban global 
culture that regards sneakers with the same 
high esteem streetwear-savvy popula- 
tion that will pay hundreds for the right 
shoe. People who post digital pics their 
daily footwear choices message boards 
and mull over strange street phenomena 
like “Homeless People Non-Homeless 
Sneakers.” Men who keep fresh pairs ice. 


Adult couples who save their best “dead- 
stock” (unworn supply) for their wedding 
days. Arty-sporty girls who paint Nike 
swooshes their bedroom walls. Kids who 
camp outside urban boutiques the nights 
before limited-edition releases drop, they 
can slap down $100-plus for rarity they’ll 


probably either put storage resell for 
three times more on eBay. 

They’re sneakerheads. The whole 
process buying, reselling, trading, col- 
lecting, discussing, analyzing, blogging, 
ogling, worshipping, scoping, hoarding, 
storing, and rocking them what’s called 
the sneaker game. And with easily accessi- 
ble online fashion-hype builders like Hype- 
Beast.com (tagline: rr’s AN ADDICTION) and 
Niketalk.com, it’s being played now more 
than ever. 

Sneaker culture isn’t just confined on- 
line forums and brick-and-mortar high-end 
stores; it’s also creeping into the main- 
stream. Last February, when 150 potential 
buyers showed up at a Lower East Side bou- 
tique purchase only pairs $300 
NYC-tribute shoe, the Nike Pigeon Dunk 
SBs (skateboards), a minor riot broke out. 
Thugged-out dudes waited nearby cor- 
rob buyers leaving with their spoils, 
the NYPD swooped in, and the New York Post 
splashed the street ruckus the front 
page.

The collective discography of Avey Tare, 
Panda Bear, Geologist, and Deakin in- 
cludes material recorded by different per- 
mutations under various names, live al- 
bums, solo projects, side projects, and 
collaborations.

It features just 
Avey Tare and Panda Bear, who recorded 
the album in rural Colorado with little 
more than acoustic guitars, percussion, 
and their voices. 
ANIMAL COLLECTIVE WITH VASHTI BUN- 
YAN | PROSPECT HUMMER | EP FAT CAT, 
2005 | Featuring Avey Tare, Panda Bear, 
and Deakin, this four-song disc marks the 
reemergence of British psych-folk 
chanteuse Vashti Bunyan, who released 
just one album, 1970's just Another Dia- 
mond Day, before retiring from music. 
Over the years, the out-of-print album be- 
came a cult favorite and coveted collec- 
tor’s item. Tare fell in love with it following 
its 2000 re-release by Spinney Records, 
and AC invited Bunyan to record this EP. 
The four songs are leftovers from Sung 
Tongs, on three of which Bunyan sings.

Liberto Cash Distin, all of whom died 
within two years. The opening title song 
contemplates death the unavoidable 
destination all our travels. “Burn Down 
This Town” celebrates her dad’s rebel 
spirit. “House the Lake” and “The 
World Unseen,” which run together, 
work mini-suite about how see 
the shadows the dead the places 
shared with them life. 

This captivating pair blend acoustic 
and electric instruments and 
hushed singing layer the joy and sad- 
ness memories with resolution 
carry on and to celebrate the lives now 


ended. But such quietude becomes sonic

With Johnny 
Cash’s 2003 death still fresh in the minds of 
his fans thanks continual reissues and 
the movie Walk the Line, Capitol giving this 
album the kind push usually reserves 
for new Radiohead Robbie Williams 
disc. For the label, Cash equals cash, and 
since Sony has Johnny’s catalogue and 
June’s, Black Cadillac is the next best thing. I 
got the pervasive feeling that Capitol has at- 
tempted turn small, soulful album 
with some flaws into Big Record with gold 
not platinum potential. 

disappointing how readily 
the mainstream music press has walked 
the record company’s line, with fawning, 
release-date-coordinated features in every- 
thing from Newsweek Entertainment Weekly 
major newspapers contributing Capi- 
tol’s campaign market Black Cadillac 
heartbreaking work staggering genius.

Carnaval Brasileiro comes north

ike Quinn describes himself 
a natural-born proselytizer. 
He’s the kind of music fan 
W who insists on sticking with 
stereo compo- 
nents and vinyl LPs. Because “tubes sound 
better than transistors, and vinyl sounds 
better than CDs — they just do.” When my 
wife and I visited Austin to check out the 
annual Carnaval Brasileiro that he’s been 
organizing in that city for 29 years — and 
that’s coming to the Castle at Park Plaza this 
Saturday — he was visibly pained, offended 
even, that we hadn't taken his recommen- 
dation for Austin barbecue but had given 
in to a just-as-insistent Austinite who held 
Captive audience her cab. 
going to listen to an anonymous cab driver 
rather than someone who's lived in the 
city for 40 years?!” Quinn was crestfallen. 

The barbecue slight was a recurring 
theme of our 24-hour visit to Texas, but it 
was, after all, a secondary one. The real 
story was how Quinn came to organize 
Carnaval Brasileiro, an Austin institution 
that now draws between 5000 and 6000 
people every year. It wasn’t an obvious 
move for this white guy “mongrel” (as 
he puts it) Northern European lineage 
with intellectual bent. till the mid 
‘70s or so, the only music he listened to 
was avant-garde. If it wasn’t Ornette Cole- 
man, Karlheinz Stockhausen, Edgard 
Varése, or Charles Ives, he wasn’t interested 
— nothing that could be described as even 
vaguely “beautiful or melodic.” In 1974, he 
attended the centenary celebration for Ives 
in the composer’s home town of Danbury, 
Connecticut, an event that included a 
marathon performance all 114 the 
published songs “about 
eight hours, with a break for lunch.” 

When Quinn’s avant-gardist impulses 
broke down during class Brazilian 
music at the University of Texas, his con- 
version was immediate and total. He stud- 
ied Portuguese and made the first of many 
trips to Brazil. In his job at the Austin Dis- 
count Records, began proselytizing. 
he saw a customer buying an LP by the 
then-popular Brazilian jazz-fusion vocal- 
ist Flora Purim, he’d guide him her to- 
ward some of the “purer” Brazilian prod- 
uct — Caetano Veloso, Milton Nascimen- 
to, Gilberto Gil, Maria Bethania, Martin- 
Vila. one 18-month period, 
sold 6000 records. 

His friends are well aware his single- 
mindedness. He's made his living in a 
variety of capacities: graphic design; pro- 
motions director Texas Monthly; still- 
running audiophile column in JazzTimes. 
For years he did his own heavily Brazilian 
Latin radio show at the University of Texas

station and ran the import label Ipanema 
Records. But unlike other concert promot- 
ers, he’s always had just one event, Car- 
naval Brasileiro. Long-time Austin journal- 
ist Michael Point, who works with Quinn 
on the event, told me, “The amount of 
concentration he has on this one event is 
abnormal, and it’s the kind thing that 
only obsessed individual can pull off.” 

Carnaval Brasileiro began the early 
private party organized home- 
sick Brazilian college students. Quinn at- 
tended one and was disappointed. There 
was no proper dance floor, the sound sys- 
tem was terrible. “I said, ‘Let’s fix this,’” 
and offered to help. The following year, 
the original organizers pretty much gave 
Quinn the party had become too much 
work. His first edition was downtown 
club called Boondocks, which gave him the 
space the condition that buy radio 
ads. expected few hundred people; 
thousand showed up. The next year, 
moved Carnaval to Austin’s Armadillo 
World Headquarters and drew 2000. Then 
he went to the 3500-capacity Austin Civic 
Auditorium. Since 2003, the event has 
been held at the Palmer Events Center, 
which holds 6000.

Then there’s full band mul- 
tiple percussionists, keyboards, bass, vo- 
calist. In Austin, shortly after nine, the 
local samba school (the name for Rio’s 
neighborhood carnaval groups), Académi- 
cos Opera, emerged from behind the 
stage long parade line and heavy 
two-beat thump began to penetrate the 
room. (In Boston, the bateria will the 
long-time Cambridge-based Samba Treme- 
terra.) Amid the throbbing 1-2 accented by 
carhorn blasts, the samba-school mem- 
bers, wearing tall, multi-colored Mad Hat- 
ter crowns with multiple blinking red 
lights, made their slow procession to the 
center the room. Four giant papier- 
maché puppet clowns — white-faced with 
black harlequin make-up and fringes 
orange, yellow, and purple hair — towered 
over the crowd. The bateria assembled 
the center of the room, a crush of a couple 
thousand people around it, and launched 
its first number. There were about play- 
ers, least three different kinds 
drums, from the phalanx bass-drum 
surdos primeira the high-rattling 
caixa guerra snares, and groups 
hand drums. whistles and hand signals 
from the leader, shift from one 


rhythm to the next with a little counter- 
rhythm break the paradinha before 
all rushing back again unison 
new beat. was deafening, the precision 
and sonics exhilarating, and went 
non-stop for hour. 

After a short break, Grupo Saveiro, who 
will also play Boston, took the stage. 
They’re a New York-based Brazilian outfit 
some of whose members played Carnaval 
Rio for years. Guest vocalist Kenia 
fronted the band with her booming alto, 
drawing from the entire history Car- 
naval, and from all styles. The line-up has 
six drummers, including trap drummer, 
plus leader Carlhinos Almeida’s ukulele- 
like cavaquinho and keyboardist who 
chimed with horn arrangements 
some they played single ballad 
tempo in their first one-hour set, I don’t 
remember it. As with the samba school, 
the rhythms began at a breakneck tempo 
and never stopped. 

The crowd, meanwhile, had grown by 
another couple thousand, churning 
the color-dappled semi-darkness under 
the elaborate light rigs. Conga lines 
formed and snaked their way through 
the crowd and around the room — 50, 100 
people long. 

The costumes and masks were every 
variety — from college boys as conven- 
ience-store Halloween pirates elaborate 
hand-made suits, winged fairies and 
robed devils, feathered masks everywhere, 
and lots bare skin and body paint. Mid- 
couples jeans and T-shirts 
joined half-naked coeds to observe the fes- 
tivities from terraced risers on either side 
of the room. And every body type was hap- 
py to flaunt it — one woman, solidly 
built, topless but for some strings of 
beads, with bare tree-trunk legs stuffed 
into black cowboy boots, jumped 
the riser she could bump butts ina 
quick dance with a gay boy in panther 
body paint and Speedo while her leather- 
clad escort took photos.

Ah, Britpop. loved you, we’ve missed you, and last 
Friday night the Paradise, capacity crowd 
were happy welcome back Britpop stalwarts Super- 
Call the Kinks their day. Kinks-ian that 
Gaz Coombes and Mickey Quinn took the stage first, look- 
ing like younger version Ray and Dave Davies they 
played duo acoustic reworkings “St. Petersburg,” 
“Caught the “Sitting Straight,” and “Low

Stripped its Buz- 
zcock-ian pop clamor, the song’s once breezy refrain 
should have stayed home took dark under- 
tones. mid-set keyboard duet between Gaz and brother 
Rob Coombes offered yet another quiet, somber respite, 
they echoed early Roxy Music with song titled “Roxy.” 

But when all four were on, Supergrass cranked the 
volume. They revisited the manic pop thrills their 


younger days, closing the set with the deliriously compact 


and uplifting “Pumping Your Stereo.” They returned 
with the slow and sad “Fin,” its “lonely road promised 
land” and “broken lives the mountain side” offering 
yet another moody swing. It’s track from their latest, 
Road Rouen (Capitol), disc layered with strings, piano 
chordings, and production that’s nothing short Beatle- 
esque. crappy vocal mix kept Supergrass from matching 
the range and depth Rouen the Paradise.

The raw sound well suited his latest batch 
lyrics, which tend place characters desperate sit- 
uations and give them few minutes explain how 
they got there, least have their lives flash before 
their eyes. 

The album has touched off rediscovery for this 
long-time critics’ favorite, the Lizard was nearly full 
Thursday night. Wynn did his usual solid set; what 
was new was the intuitive chemistry between him and 
the Miracle Three. It’s the first long-running band he’s 
ever had, with three albums their credit (even the 
Dream Syndicate never made two albums with the 
personnel), and they’re comfortable enough 
rework songs the spot. particular, guitarist Jason 
Victor fit well into the loose-cannon slot previously oc- 
cupied Boston figures Chris Brokaw and Rich 
Gilbert. the new disc’s finale, “No Tomorrow,” 
Wynn and Victor locked into double-guitar workout 
that was both epic resolving tension and nifty 
Allman Brothers homage.

ROCKY VOTOLATO | MAK-

this debut for Barsuk, the 28-year 
old singer-songwriter sounds a 

nole lot like a lower-key Ryan 
s bombastic and angsty, 
but wit re than enough intensi 
ty to buoy bittersweet tunes. The 
catchier, more melodic tracks on 
Makers — “The Night's Disguise” 
and “Tennessee Train Tracks” in 
particular — do recall Adams's early 
days fronting Whiskeytown, and 
that's not a bad thing. Votolato’s 
troubles aren't far below the sur 
face, and even on the sparer tunes 
his roots go deeper than just a 
scratchy harmonica solo and 
strummed acoustic guitar. A dark 
er, Southern Gothic feel permeates 
“Where We Left Off,” whereas the 
rambling, harmony-filled “Uppers 
Aren't Necessary” carries pleasant 
echoes of Simon & Carfunkel’s “The 
Boxer,” of all things. “It's as pretty 
as it is cruel,” Votolato writes in 
“She Was Only in It for the Rain,” a 
song penned for a woman who left 
him. But it’s also an apt description 
of this tight, wistful album.

Sometimes he's so into it 
that it's creepy (“Smell me, girl/I 
smell like money”), but most of the 
time it's easy just to take the pas 
senger seat and not worry about 
where he’s driving. Wayne's “yep” 
is about as good as Jeezy's 
“yeeaaaah,” and his laugh splits 
the difference between a Jadakiss 
cackle and a Jay-Z chuckle. He 
drives slow the entire way through 
Tha Carter Il, and with such infec 
tious enthusiasm, it comes across 
like a triumphant debut.

Seeking reconciliation the African Film Festival

“AFRICAN FILM 
FESTIVAL” 


AT THE MUSEUM OF FINE ARTS FEBRUARY 15-26. 


Torn by racial, cultural, and ethnic divi- 
sions, Africa has long cried out for recon- 
ciliation. And though relief seems 
forthcoming the real world, film can 
least provide the clarity and the comfort 
imagination. The selections this year’s 
African Film Festival the Museum 
Fine Arts reflect urgency analyze and 
heal these wounds. 

Blame European colonization for much 
today’s conflict and divisiveness, 
Cameroon filmmaker Jean-Marie Teno ar- 
gues his documentary MALENTENDU 
COLONIAL|THE COLONIAL MISUNDERSTANDING 
(2004; February 6:15 pm). The “mis- 
understanding” the title refers his- 
torian’s categorization the clash be- 
tween Africans and European colonizers 
the igth century. The latter believed pri- 
vate property, the former communal, 
spiritual stewardship, surprise who 
ended with the land. Spearheading the 
European takeover were the Christian mis- 
sionaries, who twisted the Gospel order 
manipulate their flocks into docile 
servitude. Teno focuses the German 
takeover South West Africa (now 
Namibia), which culminated in the 1904 
war against the Herrero tribe. the war 
turned into genocide, introduced the 
world new phrase: “concentration 
camp.” 

Teno ends his film with the observation 
that Africans embrace Western material- 
ism and fail reconnect with their spiri- 
tual and cultural roots, they will perpetu- 
ate the reign colonial greed and ex- 
ploitation, even under African auspices. 
One the older films the festival, Sene- 
galese director Clarence Thomas Delgado’s 
(1991; February 6:15 pm), 
shows the consequences such folly. 
young father from fishing village takes 
his ailing daughter the big city Dakar 
find Western doctor after the local 
healer fails make her well. There, the 
city self-centered preoccupations 
and incivility strike him insanity. His 
trip ends long, sad, funny bus ride 
which the city unfolds perhaps inhu- 
man but not unlikable. Based novel 
the great Senegalese filmmaker Ous- 
mane Sembene, the film partakes his 
limpidly simple storytelling and earthy, 
often sardonic, humor. 

Another older film explores similar 
theme from more light-hearted point 


view. Guinean filmmak- 
Cheik Doukouré BAL- 
LON D’OR|THE GOLDEN BALL 
(1992; February 19 at 10:30 
am), the gods have blessed 
11-year-old Bandian with 
uncanny gift for football. 
Unfortunately, his back- 
woods hamlet can’t even 
come up with a real soccer 
ball; he’s made his own out 
rags. The local European 
doctor gives him battered 
old ball; Bandian paints it 
gold, and the local witch 
doctor prophesizes that the 
golden ball will transform 
their village. Whether for 
better or worse, though, is 
left the air Bandi- 
an’s quest takes him in- 
evitably the city, which 
rife with danger, tempta- 
tion, and stock comic char- 
acters. Charming and spir- 
ited, fable 
evokes the disarming inno- 
cence and sinister darkness 
folk tale. 

Another gifted yokel 
leaves his pastoral home pursue his 
dream South African director Teddy 
Mattera’s comedy MAX AND MONA (2004; 
10:30 am). The humor is crude, the narra- 
tive clumsy, but the film’s lesson 
clear. Max has inherited his 
gift for mourning; set him loose funer- 
and unleashes whirlwind tears 
and howls. But wants doctor, 
his father and the villagers accept his 
wish, pool enough money pay his way, 
and send him off Johannesburg with 
Mona, the local sacred goat, tow. Faint- 
comic, goat-related mishaps await him 
there, and Max and Mona must take 
refuge with Max’s raffish Uncle Norman, 
drunkard and petty criminal. course, 
Uncle Norman exploits Max’s mourning 
skills for money, and that leads some 
silly business involving transvestite mor- 
tician, gangster, and twist ending. 

Not all African accommodations 
Western ways end badly, suggests Danish 
filmmaker Jeppe his whimsical 
documentary THE SWENKAS (2004; Febru- 
ary 18 at 2:30 pm). Then again, he’s Euro- 
pean. The club the title consists 
Africans from the countryside who have 
come to Johannesburg to work but want to 
avoid the corrupting influences urban 
life. they establish rigorous code 
conduct and even more elaborate dress 
code: the highlight their week

The country’s presi- 
dent and the colonel leading the rebel 
army plan sign accord banquet 
attended their families and retinues 
armed soldiers. But the memories atroc- 
ities suffered and committed trouble the 
night, and the “demons” warfare, 
bloodlust, and primitive enmity threaten 
enter the hearts even those with the 
best intentions. Nacro shades the horror 
her story with mad hilarity, and she 
finale worthy Elizabethan revenge 
tragedies. 

addition the features and docu- 
mentaries, the festival also offers 


program of shorts (February 18 at 12:30 pm) 
that draw the same themes but with 
economy and lapidary craftsman- 
ship. Like Nacro nuit dela vérité, 
Ganemtoré, also Burkina Faso, portrays 
village culture that far from idyllic 
her short “SAFI, PETITE MERE” (2004). Af- 
ter her mother dies childbirth, little Safi 
acts resourcefully when the locals decide 
kill the newborn order escape the 
“evil eye.” She takes the baby and flees 
the city, which first seems improve- 
ment she one point kidnapped and 
Narrowly escapes being shipped off 
child prostitute with truckload other 
innocents.

Laurence Sterne’s monumental ode di- 
gression itself begins with digression 
about actor Rob teeth. He’s be- 
ing made up for a scene as Uncle Toby in 
a film version of Tristram Shandy directed by 
Michael Winterbottom. Next him sits 
Steve Coogan, who’s being made for 
the title role. (He also plays Tristram’s fa- 
ther, Walter.) What color are Brydon’s 
teeth, exactly? “Pub-ceiling yellow,” 
Coogan suggests. 

In other words, when it comes to indi- 
rection, self-consciousness, reflexivity, 
and sheer anarchic whimsy, Winterbot- 
tom’s adaptation holds its own against 
the original. And modern tastes any 
rate, it’s a lot funnier. 

Sterne began writing his magnum 
opus around 1759 and finished it in 1768. 
least, that’s when stopped writing 
it, because he died. More than a demon- 
stration storytelling way delay- 
ing the inevitability death, Shandy 
barely gets around the title narrator’s 
moment birth, dancing around that 
and other terrors like the fear castra- 
tion and the void identity with 500 


chapter whiskers, chapter button- 
holes, and a chapter on chapters. 

All interest only graduate stu- 
dents, perhaps, but Winterbottom makes 
light work of Sterne’s labyrinthine wan- 
derings, and his film within film sug- 
gests what Christopher Guest might have 
come with had done the adaptation 
John Fowles’s The French Lieutenant’s 
Woman. Delightful and accessible, 
nonetheless holds funhouse mirror 
the original’s anxieties. Thus “Steve 
Coogan” sees his own life assaulted and 
his ego punctured the 
depict the crises Tristram’s existence, 
including a brilliantly comic moment of 
conception, a brutal birth, a botched chris- 
tening, and painful incident with win- 
dow sash. the same time, Coogan sens- 
that the role genial Uncle Toby, 
whose own hobby horse involves erecting 
model the battlefield where may 
may not have lost his manhood, a role 
played by the unassuming and sneaky 
“Rob Brydon,” might squeezing him out 
the story his life.

In Spielberg’s Munich, 
the kidnapping and massacre of 11 
Israeli athletes by Black September 
during the 1972 Olympics unfolds 
with harrowing precision in the re- 
curring nightmares of someone who 
saw it only on TV. Avner (Eric Bana), 
a marginal Mossad agent, watches 
the broadcast of the siege’s botched 


and bloody conclusion. Then he’s 
put in charge of “Wrath of God” and 
given the names of those believed to 
be responsible for the massacre. He 
has no experience in such matters; 
neither do the men assigned to 
him, a motley band including South 
African Steve (Danie! Craig), Ger- 
man Hans (Hanns Zischler), Belgian 
Robert (Mathieu Kassovitz) and 
spectral veteran Carl (Ciaran Hinds). 
But they quickly lose their inno- 
cence, gunning down a Palestinian 
poet in Rome and blowing up an ac- 
ademic in Paris. Based on George 
Jonas’s 1986 book Vengeance, a much 
disputed account of a disaffected 
Mossad agent’s participation in the 
retribution campaign, Munich has 
the guts to deal with realities.

Without beating sociolog- 
ical context over the head, the play ac- 
knowledges the factors of race, class, 
seemliness, and religion that conspire 
trap the inwardly impassioned Esther 
smart-women-foolish-choices near-de- 
struction (and redemption) of her own 
making. And Mozon captures the inno- 
cence, the humiliating need, and the ulti- 
mate strength this brave, anonymous 
woman whose crushing adventure the 
heart Nottage unfolds amid snapshot-like 
friezes titled “Unidentified Negro couple 
1905” and “Unidentified Negro seamstress 
ca 1905.” (Local playwright Kirsten 
103 Within the Veil but according most re- 
ports with less success. 

The Merrimack production evolves 
against dainty backdrop fabric cur- 
tains turned various hues lighting de- 
signer Stephen Quandt. And there is vigor- 
ous support from Elizabeth Van Dyke Es- 
ther’s prudent, advice-slinging landlady, 


Dickson (who married not for love but 


for the rooming house), Kristie Dale 
Sanders as a society floozy seeking mar- 
riage-saving fashion tips from the Tender- 
loin, Tracey Conyer Lee as the proud if free 
wheeling prostitute who befriends and 
then betrays her corset maker, and 
Kennedy Reilly-Pugh the crude, grasp- 
ing, but only unintentionally unkind 
George, whose money-centered American 
dream blinds him the niceties part- 
nership. The weak link, unfortunately, is 
important one: Howard Kaye curious- 
slack the proper Hassidic fabric mer- 
chant whose stunted relationship with Es- 
ther meant the play’s one true con- 
nection. 

the end, more than cau- 
tionary period tale heartbreak and 
chances thwarted now-ameliorated so- 
cietal taboos. It’s also one empower- 
ment and self-discovery that proves it’s not 
necessarily true that you sew shall 
you reap. 

Arthur Miller was not any sense 
the word gay — and as it turns out, not 
even Ryan Landry can make him so. Death 
Salesman the latest American icon 
against which Landry and his Gold Dust 
Orphans have set out commit sacrilege. 
Instead they got religion. Death Saleslady 


(at Theater Machine through March 11) be- 
gins well, with Larry Coen’s blowzy, gray- 
wigged and pink-suited “Wilma” Loman 
galumphing forlornly around her dingy 
kitchen the wake failed sales trip. 
And has one terrific idea the substitu- 
tion of cosmetics baroness Mary Kay (a 
characteristically regal if mischievous 
Afrodite) for Willy Loman’s Uncle Ben, 
who shows the addled American fail- 
ure’s dreams, beckoning him to fame and 
fortune in the diamond mines of Africa. 
(The Yukon, Mary Kay suggests, looks 
promising; the Eskimos are starting 
powder their noses.) But Landry gets 
sucked into the sinkholg of Miller's 
Pulitzer-winning 1949 tragedy of the little 
man, and Death of a Saleslady devolves into a 
melodrama that does little more than jug- 
gle gender and gender orientation while 
sliding unoriginally along the original’s 
plot, right down to the revelation of old, 
child-scarring infidelity (here with a hot- 
tie in a cowboy hat and little else) and the 
free-at-last “requiem” the grave. 

A berouged Landry plays once-adored 
Loman offspring Biff, here 
into Buffy, a former whirlwind of a high- 
school cheerleader, shaking her pompons 
along with her platinum Farrah tresses. 
Now she supports herself getting preg- 
nant and selling the babies gay couples. 
Down on her luck and past 4o, she’s come 
home to roost, both in the beleaguered 
Wilma’s fantasy flashbacks (which feature 
inflatable pink Cadillac mysteriously 
mired in the kitchen) and in the present, 
where she snarls apparently unmar- 
ketable, hirsute six-year-old Shirley 
Temple wig who’s ostensibly the love child 
Jerry Garcia. Sibling Happy butch 
lesbian mechanic, dad Lenny loyal dis- 
abled enabler, and neighbor Charlene a 
flag-bedecked Republican with the hots for 
Mitt and Dubya. Not a lot of this is wildly 
funny, and you want get serious, 
Miller did it better. 

The acting solid, though two 
schools, Coen supplying the end-of-her- 
rope Wilma with touching desperation 
while Landry angrily camps Buffy. 
Bill Hough surprisingly affecting 
Lenny, Wilma’s wheelchair-ridden spouse 
(whose tragedy covered flashback 
rife with squealing brakes and car-crash 
noises), and Margaret Ann Brady does 
amusing drag turn as Mary Kay’s gadget- 
obsessed son, Howard. There are flashes of 
the Orphans’ warped genius here, but like 
Wilma, they die. Landry calls Death ofa 
Saleslady point” for the Orphans, 
but their more outlandish efforts have, 
paradoxically, had more say. About face,

FLESH AND BLOOD, TAPE 


The intensity of the Stassos family’s un- 
happiness would make Aeschylus blush 
And if Aeschylus could see Zeitgeist Stage 
Company's production of Flesh and Blood (at 
the BCA through March 4), which is adapted 
from Michael Cunningham's 1995 novel span- 
ning several generations of a Greek immi- 
grant’s family, he might recommend that 
adapter Peter Gaitens divide the work, which 
runs three hours and 20 minutes, into a trilo- 
gy. By the end of the play, we've hit all the 
touchstones of dysfunction. Parents Constan- 
tine and Mary married too young. Dad beats 
brainy son Billy, seduces wholesome daughter 
Susan, and writes off feral, imaginative 
daughter Zoe with pleasant dismissiveness. 
Then Billy realizes he’s gay while at Harvard, 
Susan endures a loveless marriage to her 
high-school sweetheart, and Zoe fails to out- 
grow an instinct for mischief that leads her to 
drugs, a child with an AWOL father, and AIDS 
The Stassoses are a modern Tyrone clan 
in a more sprawling, less psychologically at- 
tuned script. Gaiten, who uses much of Cun- 
ningham's dialogue, does narrowly manage 
to avoid cliché. And director David J. Miller 
coaxes affected behavior where necessary 
from a talented cast that includes Maureen 
Adduci as Mary, the rigid suburban matron 
who unleashes only flickers of emotion, 
Daniel Minkle as Cassandra, Zoe's transves- 
tite best friend, who's wise, funny, and trag- 
ic, and Robert D. Murphy as Con, the brutish, 
wretched, self-made patriarch.

Everyday magic 


Drawing takes flight the Pepper Gallery

Expect no flash from Stephen Fisher, no 
canvases of dead insects, no frontal nudi- 
ty, puns, effort exaggerate, 

shock, disarm, or confront. Don’t even ex- 
pect color. Expect instead something so 
simple and pared down that once you start 
looking you'll have a hard time stopping. 
Fisher draws what (I presume) he sees, and 
what he chooses to look at — bell jars and 
hourglasses, globes and darts, fans and 
compasses grows interesting not just be- 
cause gracefully crowds his varied, 
meticulously rendered objects onto whis- 
tle-clean table tops (they're like shrines of 
what's just come down from the attic) but 
because the objects themselves make us 
think about the magic of seeing. 

tend think magic the mani- 
festation the impossible: the disappear- 
ing coin, the disembodied lady, the rabbit 
that materializes from a top hat. But 
maybe magic lives much closer to the real 
world; maybe it’s the dramatization of 
what we experience every day. Who doesn’t 
know that fortune is fickle? Who among us 
leave our bodies behind each night 
when sleep? Who been startled 
by a creature that appears out of nowhere? 

Stephen Fisher’s form legerdemain 
involves placing apparently random objects 
together on a reflective surface. In all three 
of his drawings in the intelligent and grati- 
fying exhibit the Pepper that 
same tiled table top positioned beside 
window. Through the open slats of the 
window's venetian blind, horizontal 
stripes of light ripple on the table's surface, 
which itself is making a double of every- 
thing it holds. The result is a circus act of 
shadow and light and refraction. The light 
also catches and bends in the other reflec- 
tive surfaces that make up Fisher’s stately, 
dust-free clutter — the eyeglasses and mag- 
nifying lenses, the candy tin and the wind- 
toy. Everything mirror everything 
else, still lifes in which all comes alive in 
the orchestrated play light. 

The randomness the objects Fisher 
draws actually more sleight hand. 
There isn’t an artifact in these frames that 
have been around century ago: 
the miniature dirigible, the jumping

jacks, the wire-rimmed spectacles, the 
wooden dart, the glass marble, the map on 
the globe that balances its tooled oak 
pedestal. These pictures suggest a kfnd of 
high seriousness (not just for their photo- 
graphic precision but also for the less iden- 
tiflable objects that look as if they’d come 
from old science lab), but they’re fact 
things you'd expect kid collect. And 
not just any kid. The objects of Fisher's 
world are either instruments for scientific 
investigation or toys. The juxtaposition is 
sobering and even painful: science and 
play both delight the imagination, and 
yet everything we see no longer exists. 
Gone the world these antique wind-up 
toys, home experiments, uncovered elec- 
trical fans. But not entirely. The child who 
collected these treasures is now the artist 
who celebrates them all their light-dap- 
pled, thrilling ephemerality. 

Michael David is every bit as mucha 
craftsman; but he’s far more sensual. The 
first time saw Michael David drawing 
was years ago overcrowded “Drawing 
Show” at the Boston Center for the Arts. 
Wedged among hundreds of competing 
images, his piece quietly stood out for its 
extraordinary technique and its sensual 
presence. drips (possibly 
graphite or watercolor) at first appeared to 
pure abstraction. Then, slowly, the sub- 
ject matter emerged: the shadow of a body 
seen behind the spray of a shower stall. 
The one Michael David exhibit seen 
since featured green, interlocking net- 
works of grasses and leaves. 

It’s ciear he’s attracted repetitive pat- 
terns that in their aggregate become some- 
thing larger and resonant, and he’s 
achieved that again his 2005 Vase Suite. 
Light reflects off each of these 21-by-14- 
inch body-like forms way more sug- 
gestive museum case than sunlight: 


shadowless, they glow with an even lumi- 
nosity, earthen jewels. The centerpiece of 
the triptych both the darkest the three 
vessels and the only one that swells toa 
wide upper region and a small, squat neck. 
The two flanking it are more like decanters 
find ship: wide the base and 
with long, thick necks, they’re less about 
flowers than about water wine. 

One the most interesting and subtle 
aspects the vases how each them 
has been cropped. think that 
these full, frontal studies of texture and 
form we'd get see each vase its entire- 
ty, but that view withheld. Rather, the 
bases disappear into the bottom the 
frame, and the two outermost vases are al- 
cropped the top that the horizontal 
moment where you expect see the lip 
turn inward remains barely but perma- 
nently out view. All three stand slightly 
off center the left, point emphasized 
the left vase’s edging out the frame. 

What this adds lot visual 
teasing, promise fullness and com- 


pleteness that’s never kept, seduction 
sorts whose lasting power have 
doubts about. If our interest is excited as 
much what denied what 
we're provided, then the reward may not 
transcend the frustration. 

At 70, Ben Frank Moss is the senior 
artist in the exhibit, though you wouldn’t 
know it from his sometimes whimsical, 
sometimes brooding landscapes that court 
abstraction while staying rooted figura- 
tive forms. Many of his small ink drawings 
— they measure little over five by four inch- 
suggest snowfall unpeopled farm 
land. The jet-black silhouettes of trees and 
tracks and ravines stand contrast the 
surrounding whiteness. And perhaps be- 
cause the land hints at human activity and 
order, the mood of the drawings stops short 
of forlorn. Or perhaps it’s because the sky 
appears belong another world alto- 
gether. these pictures, whose titles are 
all numbered variations Landscape Sound, 
the clouds are never billowy soft; with 
their sharp-edged, asymmetrical, unpre- 
dictable shapes, they don’t even look like 
clouds. The combination identifiable, 
familiar earth beneath a bizarre, riotous 
heaven suggests the place where think 
have footing belongs something 
greater don’t understand. 

Lois Tarlow’s whimsy takes a breezier 
form she plays with our notion writ- 
ten language spoof its shortcomings and 
delight its design. Her 2001 Notes from 
Ancient Entomologist sports the layout 
carefully composed piece scientific nota- 
tion, except that the glyphs and letters are 
all nonsense, and bugs, both real and imag- 
inary, form part the lexical code. Min- 
utes from a Meeting at the Tower of Babel, make- 
believe letters spill out ramshackle 
tower sheets paper. idea that 
there’s fun had when communica- 
tions falter one like believe in.

HANGOVER SQUARE 


BY PATRICK HAMILTON | EUROPA EDITIONS

Patrick Hamilton’s Hangover Square 
makes almost all other hard-boiled writ- 
ing seem phony. Hamilton, who died 
1962, remembered all, it’s proba- 
bly for the movie versions his plays 
Gaslight (with Ingrid Bergman and 
Charles Boyer) and Rope (filmed 
Alfred Hitchcock). The difference be- 
tween those chestnuts and Hangover 
Square (1941, just reissued Europa Edi- 
tions) is the difference between enter- 
taining, well-constructed melodrama 
and the kind work that, once you’ve 
read it, becomes forever after a part of 
your experience. 

The book’s low-life setting, the gin 
mills and music halls, the cheap hotels 
and tea stalls around London’s Earl’s 
Court the months leading the Au- 
gust 1939 outbreak of World War II, links 
the work American pulp writers 
from the '4os and ’s5os. But Hamilton 
has time for neither the easy nihilism 
pulp nor its sentimental romantic fatal- 
ism. Hangover Square doesn’t encourage 
daydreams slumming among the 
down-and-out. Spilled gin and cigarette 
smoke and stale sweat and the fug 
damp rooms rise from its pages. 

Its atmosphere is, miniature, the 
fearful and stultified Britain of the ’30s, 
taking note the rise fascism and 
Nazism, though world which, 
Isaiah Berlin wrote, “all was dark and 
quiet, great reaction was abroad: and 
little stirred, and nothing resisted.” 
Hamilton’s protagonist named, with 
ironic accuracy, George Harvey Bone. 
Thirty-five, unemployed, big, gentle 
man not, you imagine, often very com- 
fortable his large, soft body. But 
befitting his surname, George seems 
have been whittled down nothing 
but raw, wounded feelings and his 
shyly proffered hopes. also 
schizophrenic. 

least that’s what seems hap- 
pening when the “click!” his head 
turns on, effect Hamilton describes 
“though shutter had fallen,” render- 
ing the world around George like talkie 
suddenly become silent. those 
states (his funny moods, his acquain- 
tances call them) momentarily 
lost, not knowing who or where he is. 
When recovers that information, 
also knows with utter certainty that 
must kill Netta Longdon. She’s the 
once-aspiring actress he’s love with.

He can see that she’s become a slattern, 
content to allow whoever wants to to 
spend money her.

away from his innate decency. What’s 
heartbreaking Hangover Square are the 
moments contact and warmth that, be- 
cause doesn’t expect them, George re- 
ceives gift: the affection lavished 
him by a hotel cat; the kindness shown 
him by two music-hall stars who never for 
moment think they’re better than he; 
the spur-of-the-moment camaraderie 
finds with young man pub who 
shares his love for Dickens. Hamilton is, 
J.B. Priestley wrote 1972, master 
among minor novelists, But sometimes 
minor artists, their specificity rather 
than their all-encompassing vision, can 
overwhelm you.

James Levine's “all-Beethoven” 

concert, the latest installment in 

his ambitious Boston Symphony 

Orchestra Beethoven/Schoenberg 
series. (Even with the gorgeous pre-12- 
tone Pelleas und Melisande, will it be packed 
again for this weekend's all-Schoenberg 
concert?) And the following night, cour- 
tesy of the Bank of America Celebrity Se- 
ries, pianist/conductor Daniel Barenboim 
took over Symphony Hall with his 
Staatskapelle Berlin (an orchestra founded 
in 1570, though no one looked it) to con- 
duct Mozart: the first two of his three last 
symphonies and, also playing, piano 
concerto. 

Levine’s Beethoven was another of his 
long programs: the enchanting Second 
Symphony (early Beethoven), the oddball 
Triple Concerto (middle Beethoven), and 
the masterful Seventh Symphony (late 
middle? early late?). The emphasis was on 
virtuosity. The antiphonal first and second 
violins, with wonderful transparency 
texture, made audible the written con- 
trasts you can rarely hear when all the vio- 
lins are the same side. 

his program note, Levine explained 
that was choosing works that demon- 
strated contrasts in Beethoven's develop- 
ment, changes musical language here 
two symphonies with slow introductions 
and fundamental classical structure, but 
the early one filled with ideas “almost 
bursting” and the later one “restricting his 
the bare essentials.” get 
hear similar evolution Schoenberg. 

This Beethoven program chose exhila- 
ration and speed over poetry. The Second 
Symphony begins Adagio molto, “very 
slow,” but Levine’s tempo was awfully 
brisk for Adagio. The rest the first 
movement teased with expectations 
tragedy and heroic resolution and gave 
something between. The enchanting 
Larghetto, though, unfolded slow dance 
ideas and delicate, gracious, almost 
Schubertian interludes. The Scherzo was 
teasing and playful. And the finale, Alle- 
gro molto, some ways this sympho- 
ny’s high point invention. Levine han- 
dled well the sudden slowdowns and 
ensuing eruptions. 

Triple Concerto, which 
the “soloist” piano trio, big, enjoy- 
able piece with bad reputation. seems 
too long, and the attractive 
themes — so idiomatic, as Levine pointed 
out in his note, for their respective instru- 
ments (thrusting violin; warm, searching 
cello; broadly phrased piano) don’t quite

support Beethoven's extended develop- 
ments. But it’s a fascinating, anomalous 
piece. The last BSO subscription perform- 
ance was nine years ago, was glad 
hear it again. It begins with a master- 
stroke, a mysterious rumble that then 
opens out into something vigorous, pub- 
lic, almost ceremonial. The slow move- 
ment is a kind of passageway into the Pol- 
ish rondo, a lively dance with the best tune 
in the piece. 

Each movement begins with the cello, 
which has the most difficult music. Ralph 
Kirshbaum played with warmth but also 
with strangely hollow, almost disem- 
bodied tone and (to my ear) occasionally 
questionable intonation. Violinist Miriam 
Fried provided the oomph, rhythmic dy- 
namism embodied tightly focused 
tone, all line where the cello was all tex- 
ture. The pianist was Fried’s son, Jona- 
than Biss, who gets better each time 
hear him. After slightly unsettled start, 
played with imposing authority, and 
grand scale. 

Audiences love the Beethoven Seventh. 
And this audience went bananas. But 
didn’t. The speed was breathtaking, but 
there was high price pay. the last 
movement, the timpani tapped out 
rhythm that earlier had been impossible 
distinguish the full orchestra because 
phony, but with more stake, the slow, 
solemn introduction went by too fast. 
Wagner called the Seventh “the apotheosis 
the dance,” but who could dance such 
speed? The first-movement Vivace was ex- 
plosive but not very searching. Little light- 
ning flickers the flute (Elizabeth Rowe) 
and poignant statement the main 
theme in the oboe (John Ferrillo) hinted at 
emotional expressiveness you can hear 
more consistently in greater performanc- 
es. The slow movement, kind funeral 
march, can reduce tears. This time, 
admired the playing but remained un- 
moved. love the way the Trio that inter- 
rupts the Scherzo can sound like the comi- 
cal wheezing unskilled country musi- 
cians. maintaining the quick pace, 
Levine ignored the music’s change char- 
acter. For all its energy and brilliance, 
didn’t think this version had much charac- 
ter at all. So even the breathless to-the-res- 
cue finale didn’t have more than visceral 
excitement. What most impressed 
were the sudden moments quietude. 
The BSO can now play quiet music that’s 
about beautiful music can played.

The stab- 
bing strings had real passion, threat- 
ening puncture the courtly facade 
which must what Mozart intended. 
Here everything was stake. The slow 
movement ended collective sigh. 
the third movement, Barenboim present- 
witty contrast between the stately 
minuet and the oom-pah-pah 
carousel. The finale, with comic little 
hiccups, skipped along until Mozart’s 
shockingly abrupt ending. 

With his frock coat and stiff collar (no 
tie) and self-conscious, balletic grace (dy- 
ing-swan-like rubbery arms and left 
hand sweeping back and forth), Baren- 
boim rather mannered conductor. And 
yet elicited playing freshness and 
drama. Playing the piano and conducting 
from the keyboard, he made the ebullient, 
touching, harmonically piquant E-flat Pi- 
ano Concerto, K.482, sound like something 
Mozart wrote while was working 
nozze Figaro. His pianissimo playing 


showed exquisite sensitivity and color, and 
the tragicomic last-movement cadenza 
grew tension until the final release 
when the orchestra returned. 

Then delightful surprise! Barenboim 
returned the stage and said, with his 
typical edge irony, have many friends. 
Some admire. Some like.” The rarest, 
confessed, were both. We were fortunate 
that had one the latter Boston.

The evening ended with Mozart’s great 
and tragic Symphony, the G-minor.

One heavenly 
theme sounded like fireworks descending 
and disappearing slow motion. The 
Menuetto said, “Even minuets are impor- 
tant!” And the dramatic last movement 
might have been the most thrilling the 
entire concert, with its optimistic rising 
theme (as opposed the falling theme 
the slow movement) ramming into a brick 
wall negativity big NO! before ne- 
gotiating convincing resolution.

SIZE ISN’T EVERYTHING 


ARNOLD GURRELIEDER 


Phase one of the BSO’s two-year 

Beethoven/Schoenberg project 
continues next week with three perform- 
ances Gurrelieder, Schoenberg's three- 
part cantata/song cycle/symphony, led 
by James Levine. The text, by the Danish 
poet jens Peter Jacobsen, tells of the 
doomed love King Waldemar and the 
beautiful Tove. Despite the mythical sto- 
and the firmly tonal late-romantic 
sound picture, Gurrelieder has always 
had ominous aura. 

You can get a sense of that aura just 
thumbing through the score. The 
music seems forbiddingly dense pa- 
per lines music cover every inch 
the oversized page, barely a pica of 
space between them. When Schoenberg 
wrote the piece (mostly in 1900), the 
forces called for were unprecedented: 
orchestra 150, huge mixed cho- 
rus and separate male choir, and six vo- 
cal soloists, including speaker. 

The number musicians general- 
ly between 450 and 500 — adds to that 
sense immensity. Virtually every syn- 
onym for “big” has attached itself 
Gurrelieder over the years: “huge,” 
“mammoth,” “vast,” “gigantic,” “epic,” 


“gargantuan,” and whatever else the 
thesaurus can suggest. Only Mahler's 
Eighth Symphony, written a few years 
later, would rival it. The last thing, 
seems, you would want on your iPod. 
Yet for all its square footage, Gurre- 
lieder is an intimate piece. In the notes 
to his 2002 recording, Simon Rattle calls 
“the world’s largest string quar- 
tet.” He’s on to some- 
thing: 
look at 
that score 
again and 
you discov- 
er that 
there are 
few places 
where all or 
even most 
the musicians 
play together. 
And what's re- 
markable is the 
delicacy and 
transparency with 
which Schoenberg 
handles the instru- 
mentation in his

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first orchestral work. This chamber-mu- 
sic aspect may explain why, for such an 
allegedly thorny piece, there are so 
many excellent recordings in the cata- 
logue: Chailly, Abbado, Boulez, Ozawa, 
Rattle, and Levine himself, from his Mu- 
nich days. 

Schoenberg called Gurrelieder “the 
key to my development.” Largely com- 
plete in piano score by 1901, it wouldn't 
be heard in its entirety until 1913. The 
task of orchestrating Part Ili would con- 
sume him, on and off, for 10 years. That 
decade saw the first radical change 
Schoenberg's musical language: the fa- 
mous “liberation the dissonance.” 
Allen Shawn points out his invalu- 
able Arnold Schoenberg's journey, the 
effect that change audible the 
third part, whose sound picture —- more 
skittish and less lush — bears a marked 
resemblance to the atonal works 
Schoenberg was writing the time. 

By the time of its premiere, on Feb- 
ruary 23, those works had made the 
composer a cultural flashpoint, subject 
of broadsides in the press and instiga- 
tor fistfights the audience. The 
debut Gurrelieder was one very few 
unalloyed triumphs of Schoenberg's 
career: the ovation lasted half an hour 
and many in the audience wept. But the 
key had been turned, and the composer 
had already left its syntax behind on his 
lonely journey into the future.

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author Bobbito Garcia hosted It’s the Shoes 
ESPN2, a late-night sneaker-centric sum- 
mer-series featuring interviews with the 
likes Carmelo Anthony, Spike Lee, and 
Missy Elliott. In November, Riverhead 
Books published Sneaker Freaker: The Book, a 
softcover compendium of the first six issues 
of the sleekly designed Australian fan- 
magazine that’s become scene linchpin. 
There’s even a specialty market for art with 
sneakers muse: paintings, customized 
jewelry, Swiss chocolate. 

New York City, London, Hong Kong, and 
Tokyo were early-adopters of sneaker cul- 
ture. Now Boston’s really starting get in- 
to the game. Femalesneakerfiends.com, a 
Web community for laced-up ladies, 
launched from Jamaica Plain last April. 

Rob Heppler, now free man living Pep- 
perell, hosts biweekly sneaker Podcast 
called Weekly Drop with Arlington resident 
Jeff Cavalho. When New Balance released 
its first “Artist Series,” the Allston company 
selected only one contributor, Somerville 
painter/illustrator Josh Wisdumb. The na- 
tional traveling collectible-shoe exhibition 
“Sneaker Pimps” has stopped Lansdowne 
Street two years row. Over the holidays 
PUMA offered its design-your-own-shoe 
process, the Mongolian BBQ, Boston. 
New Balance, PUMA, Converse (now owned 
Nike), and Reebok (now owned Adi- 
das) are headquartered Massachusetts. 
And then there are the new independent 
outlets selling specialty sneakers: 
streetwear boutique Karmaloop settled into 
Newbury Street this past fall; last month 
saw the soft opening Laced, brand-new 
NYC-style sneaker/skateboarding boutique 
the South End. 

To the brands, the hardcore collectors are 
commercial visionaries. “Before, lot 
this stuff just stayed this culture,” says 
Steve Gardner, vice-president Lifestyle 
Reebok. lot these kids are 
influencing fashion they’ve become the 
trend leaders.” 


GIVE TWO PAIRS 

Sneaker love didn’t start with that first re- 
splendent pair of high-topped, wing-logoed 
Air Jordans in 1985. But the Mercedes-Benz 
of balling shoes certainly shifted kick- 
worship into higher gear. Soon after, Run 
DMC did the illest things with their shell- 
toed Adidas, followed the Right Thing’s 
Buggin’ Out getting white man’s face 
for stepping his “brand-new white” Air 
Jordans and some well-publicized real-life 
shoe-related beatdowns. 

Two decades, lyrical name-drops from 
the likes of Foxy Brown, the Game, and 
Scarface, and one Nelly song about Air Force 
later, sneakerheads run different games. 
Many collectors are unabashed Nike wor- 
shippers obsessed with the Oregon behe- 
practice putting out limited- 
edition shoes every month. Some are slaves 
to Bathing Apes (a/k/a BAPEs), a trendy 
Japanese clothing and sneaker label of vi- 
brantly colored kicks that usually retail 
the United States for around $200. Some 
want sneakers that drop with huge hype, 
like last July’s Nike Diamond Dunk SBs, a/ 
k/a the Tiffany Dunks, powder-blue and 
burnished-silver pair that sold out Con- 
cepts, the Harvard Square sneaker shop hid- 
den the back the Tannery, min- 
utes. Some buyers are for the extra in- 
come, queuing outside stores for short 
runs and reselling their spoils the high- 
est bidder like old-school ticket scalpers. 
Some buy Nike because they’re too 
corporate. Some just amass Jordans, long 
regarded the Benzes basketball shoes. 
kicks with orange colorways. the 
strange-footwear rejects found retail out- 
lets. the hard-core nucleus sneaker 
collectors devour: limited editions.

Deon Point loves the braggadocio 
all. “There’s like few different crews [of 
sneakerheads],” says the 27-year-old Con- 
cepts employee, who raps with Cambridge 
hip-hop trio the Skitzofreniks and says that 
most exaggerate their collection. 
“My people, the ones chill with, it’s 
more for just fly, just asshole 
and say, ‘Yeah, got this and you 
But Point doesn’t show what he’s got unless 
owns double triple sets.

“Dee” Wells says he’s always 
fostered passion for sole,” but also sees 
sneakers as an investment.

Married with five-year-old daughter, 
Wells thinks he’ll able fund his little 
girl’s education reselling his deadstock. 
keeps his shoes secure, divided among 
U-Haul storage facility, his Worcester 
home, and relatives Brooklyn, St. John, 
St. Thomas, and Puerto Rico. can’t keep 


them one place because something hap- 
pens, shit out luck,” Wells explains. 
“God forbid, there’s a fire or someone de- 
cides to break into my house. Crazy, right?” 

Mike Chung, a/k/a Kookies, belongs 
sneakerhead strain that doesn’t brag about 
one who knows a lot about sneakers, but 
not someone who has a lot,” he says, 
dressed Bathing Ape camouflage sweat- 
shirt and green Nike Jedi Dunks. When peo- 
ple ask how many pairs owns, the 19- 
year-old Suffolk University sophomore tells 
five. reality, that number lot 
bigger. Sometimes Chung will snatch 
products here and resell them over the Web 
to acquaintances back home in Hong Kong. 

“Sneakers are the only thing available 
that can make him individual,” 
says Jeff Cavalho Weekly Drop. “The subcul- 
ture small that owned pair Dia- 
monds, the chance of finding someone else 
wearing that shoe would almost nil. But 
when somebody stops you, which happens 
occasionally, and they’re like, ‘Where'd you 
get those?’ There’s connection.” The right 
sneaker can cipher. not part 
culture; you understand something 
larger about your environment.” 

Brands bank it. “It’s starting ground 
for trends that will filter down into the main- 
stream market,” says Carey Platto, New Bal- 
ance product manager for classics. can 
put something out the higher-end collector 
community that wouldn’t yet accepted 
the mainstream and test it, essentially.” 

This all might seem marginal: 
Niketalk.com has about 45,000 registered 


members; those pigeon-stitched Dunks that 
ignited the Lower East Side ruckus were limit- 
mere 150 pairs worldwide. And 
brand like Reebok concedes that the high- 
end, hard-core-collector market is barely a 
fraction of their total business. “Less than 

one percent, easy,” says Steve Gardner, whose 
company just released “The Ball Out,” a col- 
laboration with New York boutique A-Life 
that created pairs Victory Court Pumps 
handmade out of tennis-ball felt. “But in 
terms its business impact and halo your 
brand, it’s way greater than one percent.” 


RETAIL GAME 

IN LACED WE TRUST, That’s not only what the 
circular, dollar-bill-seal-modeled tattoo on 
Spungie’s forearm says, it’s also the tagline 
for the 31-year-old’s Columbus Avenue 
sneaker-and-skateboarding shop, Laced. 
Opened on January 3, the NYC-style bou- 
tique sparsely stocked because Spungie 
and his partner Alex Ligouris are still wait- 
ing for their brand-footwear accounts to be- 
gin. The shoes exhibited the walls are 
mostly from the personal collection 
Spungie — who's wearing a zip-up sweat- 
shirt, super-saggy pants, and black Red 
Sox hat sideways over a nylon doo-rag. He 
pulls rare shoes from display cases delicate- 
ly, the way careful slip albums from 
their sleeves. Like the Nike Heineken, an SB 
Dunk with the Dutch pilsner’s green-and- 
white colorways and white-lined red-star 
that sells online for between $300 and $611. 
the Nike “P-Rod Mexican Blankets,” 
skateboarding shoe sewn with the trade- 
mark South-of-the-Border rainbow fabric 
that was designed for young superstar skater 
Paul Rodriguez, son of the homonymous co- 
median. He points out a Mardi Gras-themed 
Air Force 1. Those Diamond Dunks. And in 
the back room, those red-and-navy Johnny 
Damon Pumas, the Roma JDs. 

“Sneakers,” says Spungie, “are the new 
baseball cards.” 

Even though he’s tried keep the special- 
shop’s arrival the down-low until 
gets more supply, the doors were open for 
two days when Niketalk.com users started 
posting about it. Such is the nature of 
sneaker-nerd hype. “These kids get online, 
they talk all day long in all these chat rooms 
about what color’s better, and who has this, 
and what store has that,” says Spungie. 
people like Spungie who've been immersed 
in the culture for over a decade — he’s a 
skateboarder who managed Concepts for 
years before this sneakers used suggest 
something real about their owner, atti- 
tude, style, or background. Back then, 
sneaker lovers mostly came out hip-hop, 
skateboarding, graffiti, basketball. Now 
they come from Google. “It’s just amazing 
how many kids have opinion the 
whole thing now. You don’t even know the 
kid; been in the game for like six months. 
And he’s got the right to open his mouth? 
Get out here.” 

Spungie demonstrates by walking over to 
“Before the Internet craze, when 
kids would walk into store and see some- 
thing, they'd be like, ‘Holy shit! What the 
fuck is that? Oh my God!’” He calls over to 
invisible friends. see this, dawg? How 
much this?’” puts the shoe back 
the shelf. “Now it’s like, kids walk in and 
they like, seen that. They want $240 
blahdy-blah Web site. That’s cool that they 
have it, but whatever.’” 

Three weeks ago, sneakerheads camped 
outside Concepts for the chance spend 
$300 on Nike’s “Defining Moments Pack- 
age,” two-pack limited-release reissue 
Air Jordans and that was publicized 
on.sneaker blogs. 

“It was a mess,” says Concepts’s Point, 
who describes his regulars “hood dudes”

Sneakerheads are widely considered edu- 
cated consumers, able to name-drop the his- 
tory, background, and designer of a particu- 
lar shoe. But burgeoning popularity tends to 
breed ignorance. “People that have idea 
what they're talking about and they’ll come 
and ask for rare, exclusive sneaker and 
I'm like, “What the fuck? Did you just come 
out time capsule? Those came out four 
years ago,” says Point. “Or like when [The] 
rapped about having pair Air Max 
95s [in “To Love It Or Hate It”], I had three 
kids come and ask for pair and they 
were standing right front five different 
Air Maxes. I'm like, “You're standing right 
in front of them — pick a color, stupid.’” 


THE EX-CON SNEAKER SCRIBBLER 
Yellow, white, and navy Adidas Ozwegos. 
Those were the sneakers Rob Heppler had 
is feet when the then-18-year-old 

bbed a stranger in the face 13 times, slit 
his throat, stole his wallet, ran off with his 
car, and left the man to die in the woods. 

It was a messy situation, full of compli- 
cated moral gray areas, that drove Heppler 
nearly to murder another man in 1998. 
Crunked out from a week of drinking and 
swallowing pills, the trashed teenager near- 
passed out his older cousin’s Northeast- 
ern University graduation party when a 36- 
year-old guy offered him a ride home. Hep- 
pler doesn’t remember going with the 
stranger, but he does recall waking up drunk 
at 4am in the dude’s car, and says the guy 
put his hand down his pants. “I quickly re- 
moved his hand and let him know I wasn’t 
gay.” When the man brought Heppler back 
his place, Heppler says fled into the 
woods hitchhike and the man followed 
him. So the 18-year-old pulled out a weapon 
and attacked him. Again and again. 

Heppler was paroled in 2002. A charismat- 
ic, quick-witted blunt-talker who says that 
jail “my personality kept safe,” the dark- 
haired ex-con landed a Web-support job after 
got out. spend all day with the Internet 
front me. when got sick using 
for porn, was like, “What else can look 
sneakers. “Then it was, ‘Oh wow, there’s an- 
other level coolness 
that they don’t really 
advertise or tell you 
about.’ And I just got 
deeper and deeper.” 

That meant submit- 
ting a story to Sneaker 
Freaker magazine that

scribbling gigs, first Sneaker Freaker, then 
Sole Collector. often gets paid shoes for 
his words. 

Although he’s well-known among 
fiends, Heppler consider himself 
collector. He’s more like an enthusiast. “You 
eat food every day, and you have cabinets 
full of food, but that doesn’t mean you col- 
lect food,” he reasons. Right now, he has 
about pairs. “When these special 
uphold this sounds kind conceited 
but can’t wear that shoe again,” confess- 
es. “My picture might magazine

Last November, Heppler 
and Cavalho started Weekly 
Drop (www.weeklydrop

like Dave White, a British 
painter who specializes 
kicks; Gabriel Urist, a 
Brooklyn jeweler who molds 
Silver into intricately de- 
tailed kicks; and well- 
known sneakerhead and 
Kanye West protégé Lupe Fi- 
asco. They joke about “jean 
stains,” the horrifying den- 
smudge that can rub off 
onto your beloved shoes. 

the first Weekly Drop, 
Cavalho and Heppler tried 
elucidate why they’re 
into sneakers. “Everybody's 
gone the party,” says 
Heppler. “And someone has 
had their same jacket or their same T-shirt. 
But when you're in this game, you know 
that nobody is [going to have your sneakers]. 
And if you find someone that actually hap- 
pens have one the same T-shirts, 
sweatbands, sneakers? You almost embrace 
them loving hug say, ‘My God, 
almost half cool me.’” paus- 
es. “Before you slap them like pimp and 
take their sneakers.” 

“What makes people unique really 
what’s your feet,” agrees Cavalho. “The 
bigger question, though, how many people 
outside of sneakerheads really care?” 


LADIES LOVE KICKS TOO 
sneaker culture, dudes rule. Troll the 
sneaker-fiend Web sites and the rare kicks 
being scrutinized are almost all men’s 
styles. Flip through Sole Collector and 
about the only women find 
inside are models making their 
best bedroom eyes leopard- 
print Nike Shox hanging 
ladder frilly lingerie 
and Onitsuka Tiger Mexicos. And 
brands, either cause ef- 
fect, don’t bother with female col- 
lectors, typically releasing limited- 
edition runs smaller than men’s 
size seven, the women’s equiva- 
lent eight and half. 
“It’s weird when you 
find your community, 
but not it,” says 
Lori Lobenstine, a 37- 
year-old part-time high- 
school basketball coach 
from Jamaica Plain, But 
some women do prefer Shell- 
toes to Manolos.

Your real decision 
whether to order paella (Valenciana/$32; 
hedge against real 
hunger, serves four easily and six seven 
been hitting the tapas reasonably 
hard. But it takes almost 30 minutes to 
make, you have decide whether you 
want when you walk in. 

The best buy here is maiz asado ($3.50), 
four pieces grilled sweet corn (not easy 
trick) covered with an addictive crust of gar- 
lic mayonnaise and salty cheese. classic 
tapa, the hearty potato omelet known 
tortilla ($5), here more tease three 
cubes about inch side, with some 
garlic mayonnaise. Peasant food made tan- 
talizing. Another classic, gambas ajillo 
($10), five large shrimp creamy garlic 
sauce that just won’t quit. Here’s where you 
want that bread. 

Toro departs from Spanish practice 
offering some vegetables, and the grilled 
Brussels sprouts ($6) with plenty butter 
are spectacular treat. cataplana egg- 
plant, onion, and red pepper ($6) looks 
grilled but actually roasted and marinat- 
ed slightly. Beet salad ($6) is a nice small 
plate red and golden beet slices, not 
with goat cheese but with fruit. 

Only two our tapas crossed the line 
into pretense. Spain, sepia tinta ($12) 
would rich little dish cuttlefish 
sauce its own ink. Here the cuttlefish 
cut into fine strips like sashimi, and the

It in- 
cluded the two most celebrated Spanish 
cheeses: cabrales, a rich blue, and torta de 
Extramadura, richly ripened soft cheese. 
The former was served with walnuts, the 
latter with preserved figs. was also im- 
pressed with the smoked San Simon (served 
with honey and sprig dill), and good 
old Manchego, sliced and crossed. Alto- 
gether good cheese plate have seen. 

Wines are sold rather casually, but 
glass of syrah ($7) is actually the Los Planos 
from Spain, a wine rated as high as 89 by 
Robert Parker. certainly was both more 
structured and somewhat richer than most 
Australian syrahs the price, but less 
earthy than Cétes Rhone. Sangria 
($25/pitcher, $8/glass) was less sweet than 
most, light punch red wine with sliced 
Smith apples. 

There were three desserts, which you 
must have churros ($7), which come the 
table melting hot and fresh-fried, with 
small baking dish bitter chocolate for 
dip. Spumante Catalan ($7) martini 
glass intense citric jelly under very 
light sweetened whipped cream perhaps 
even meringue. Créme Catalan ($7) isa 
classic créme only with thicker 
layer burnt sugar top. 

Once you are seated, service is good, yet 
unhurried. you speak Spanish, the immi- 
grant busboys and -girls may more 
knowledgeable about the food than inex- 
perienced server. Despite the buzz, the at- 
mosphere and crowd are mellow well.
